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THe GLAUDE FAMILY HISTORY 


FRANCOIS MARIE GLAUDE WAS BORN IN THE S'ATE OF LOUISIANA IN OR ABOUT 
18350, No record has been found thus far that tells us who his parent: 
were, however, in the 1870 CENSUS OF THE UNITED STATES, he was 

listed as a Mulatto ( having one white parent and one black parent) 
born in Louisiana and born to parents that were also born in Louisiane 
In approximately 1852, he married Juliette Mouton , who is believed 
to be the daughter of Louis Valsin Mouton of Carencro, Louisiana, 

and one of his female slaves. Juliette Mouton was also listed in 

the 1870 Census of Louisiana asa mulatto. To the union of Francois 
Glaude and Juliette Mouton were born thirteen children. These childre 
are listed below with their spouses and marriage dates:

This was a very large family indeed.. Both Francois and Juliethe 
Mouton were of French decent and spiced with African decent. The 
French language was spoken as the main source of communication, 

and the creole twist of the language made it a separate language 
in itself. You have to bave a conversation with our French-speaking 


relatives to understand exactly what it's like. 
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FRANCOIS GLAUDE and JULIZTIE MOUTON lived in CARENCRO, LOUISIANA 

and it is very likely that they were married in Carencro, since 

the first child born to them was born in Carencro and the birth 

and death records as well as many of the marriage records were 

recorded at St, Peter's Catholic Church in Carencro, Louisiana. 

FRANCOIS GLAUDB and JULIETTE MOUTON later acquired 200 arpents 

of land, each arpent. being measured as a little less than an acre, 

The land wag the primary source of the income for this family 

since they were farmers by profession, This property is now © 

listed legally as SECTION 74, TOWNSHIP 9 SOUTH, RANGs 5 HAST, 

and is located on MARYVIEW FARM RD. in lafayette Louisiana, 

This property was acquired by Juliette Mouton as a gift from 

Marie Carmelite Dugas , widow of Louis Valsin Mouton in exchange 

for her faitoful service and care of Mrs. Mouton for the rest of 

her life. This land was passed on to Francois Glaude when Juliette 

died on September 12, 1896. Francois Glaude was allowec to live 

on the property until his death in 1900, at which time the property 

was divided among the children, Francois was also married to 

Priscilia Robertson in 1900 and was listed in the 1900 census 

of Louisiana with his new wife, Laurent Glaude, and Dillon, 

a grandson(parents unknown). No property was kept by anyof the 

children of the Glaude family. It was all sold to members of the 

Mouton family and to members of the Siner family. 

The Mouton Family played an important part in the lives of the 

Glaude family. They owned most of the businesses and property 

in Lafayette, donated land for churches and government offices, 

and dominated the political scene. Jean and Marin Mouton, Juliette 

great grand-father (JEAN) and UNCLE(MARIN) were the founders of 

tee City of Lafayette and it was from these two brothers that most 

of the Moutons in Louisiana come. Jean and Marin Mouton were the 

sons of Salvador Mouton and Anna Bastarache from Acadia. Acadia, 

which is now Nova Scotia, Canada, is another source of family 

records for the Mouton family and many of the other families that 

married into the Glaude family. Salvador Mouton and Anna Bastarach 

were among many Acadians who were exiled from Acadia around 1755 
elites dine apa tbe Acadians refused 
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seasoned with native herbs, spices, and seasonings. Zydeco 
music is also still setting the mood in Lafayette, or Little 
Acadiana as it is‘now called. Our proud family has a heritage 
it can be proud of for we have come a long way through hard ; 
work, suffering, and grief, but we have prospered, Although 
some of us have sometimes lost touch with each other and some 
may not have even known that the others of us even existed, 
we are still family. With this reunion, we are saying, 
"ULet's start a new trend; Let's keep in touch. "

Today Glaude families reside ‘hroughout the New World and Halbert’s 
Research Staff has located as many as possible for the amazing New. World 
Registry. Using the most modem computer technology, literally thousands of 
dollars and months of work are required to search through millions of international 
records to locate this information. In Australia alone, researchers were required 
to search through more than 4 million households representing more than 15 
million people in six states and two territories to compile the list of Glaude 
families living “down under." In Canada, 6 million households representing 
approximately 24 million people in ten provinces had to be researched, and in the 
United States, an unbelievable 8@ million households representing more than 230 
million Americans in fifty states and the District of Columbia were carefully 
reviewed to find as many Glaude families as possible. The result of this research 
is summarized in the following chart.

seems stuck in a 1960s mind-set 
that expects a particular form of 
response from black America -- 
pushing for government action 
to remedy the effects of discrimination. This type of response was 
popular, successful and necessary during the civil rights movement 
and, in some cases, remains a powerful form of redress. 
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The successes and failures of the civil rights movement, however, 
fundamentally changed the country's racial landscape. Of course 
racial discrimination remains, But we have entered what has been 
called a post-civil-rights age that requires an array of strategies to 
address the complex problems many African Americans face. 


Gordon sought to extend the reach of the NAACP to include another 
form of African American dissent: the politics of self-empowerment. 
Regrettably, the NAACP was not inclined to alter its long-standing 
approach. Julian Bond, chairman of the NAACP board, rejects even 
the notion that we are in a post-civil-rights period, which requires 
imaginative and innovative struggle for social justice. Indeed, many 
current civil rights leaders fetishize the form of dissent most 
associated with the civil rights movement. They confuse principle 
with tactics. They behave as though marching and petitioning the 
government for redress of grievances is the only principled response 
to the maldistribution of burdens and benefits in our democracy. And 
they bristle at other forms of dissent, tactics designed to reach the 
shared goal of equality under law for all Americans. For many, it is 
either the old way or no way at all. 


This is not to say that African Americans should no longer engage in 
political advocacy. But this tactic need not be the sole or primary 
focus of the country's oldest and largest civil rights organization. For 
example, the condition of many black children, from inadequate 
health care to poor education, begs for new and creative approaches 
to problem-solving. Why can't the NAACP commit some of its 
resources, beyond lobbying the government, to addressing the social 
and moral crisis faced by African American children? Can't we 
imagine tutoring programs as part of an agenda for social justice?
